The Sugar Cane Growers 
Cooperative of Florida broke 
three production records during 
the 1991-92 season which 
ended on March 25., The 
Cooperative harvested and 
ground the most sugarcane in a 
single season in its 30 year 
history; it produced the most 
sugar in a single crop this year; 
and also set a record for the 
most sugar ever produced in a 
single day. 

The Cooperative harvested 
sugarcane grown on 67,850 
acres of their members' land; 
grinding 2,746,129 tons of 
Sugarcane which yielded 
303,860 tons of sugar raw 
value, This compares to last 
year's record production.of 
2,668,745 tons of sugarcane 
which yielded 294,019 tons of 
Sugar raw value. Additional, 
the Cooperative produced the 
second-highest yield of sugar 


Jobs will be lost in 
Everglades clean up

Both jobs and productive 
farm land will be lost to 
Everglades restoration efforts. 
Glades area residents were 
promised Thursday. "These 
kinds of problems are not 
solved without some cost," U.S. 
Asst. Secretary of the Interior 
Michael Hayden said. 
"President Bush seeks a 
balance between a quality of 
life and a healthy economic 
environment. 

"There will be some cost to 
agriculture because the culprit 
bere is phosphorous 
enrichment and the source is in 
farm practices," he said. "It is 
no one's desire in the federal 
family to put agriculture out of 
business; but this will cost land 
and some jobs." 

Mr. Hayden made the 
statements.during a briefing on 
Florida's efforts to restore the 
wetland environments from the 
headwaters of the Kissimmee 
River all the way to the tip of 
the Everglades National Park. 
The briefing, conducted by Tom 
MacVicar of SFWMD, was 
followed by a press conference 
which quickly turned"into a 


per ton of sugarcane in its 
history, even though 81 percent 
of its cane was harvested 
mechanically. 

"The growers are to be 
commended for producing an 
excellent crop with the help of | 
favorable climactic conditions," 
said Cooperative president 
George H. Wedgworth. "We're 
proud of the accomplishments 
in the mill and in the field in 
dealing with a higher 
percentage of cane mechan- 
ically harvested.

FP & L protests hidden taxes

Editor's note: Florida House 
Finance and Tax Committee 
Chairman Mike Abrams 
recently announced a 
package of tax proposals 
that some have charac- 
terized as "taxes that 
consumers are least likely 
to notice.” 

Florida Power & Light 
Company President 
Stephen E. Frank, in a 
letter to Rep. Abrams, has 
opposed one particular 
element of that tax 
package...the application of 
state sales taxes to utility 
boiler fuels on the 
grounds that this "hidden" 
tax unfairly burdens 
electric utility customers 
who already pay taxes of 
approximately 20 percent in 
their monthly electric bills. 
We have reprinted this 
letter to Rep. Abrams with 
the permission of FP & L. 


. Dear Rep. Abrams: 

Your recently announced 
proposal to-apply the state 
sales tax to the fuels used tó 
produce electricity represents 
an unfair attempt to use utility 
bills as a convenient vehicle for 
hiding’ taxes that^would be 
politically unpopular if imposed 

„in another form. 'As a 


porum corporate citizen of 
thi?-state, we, have an 
obligation to our 3.2 million 
customers&o strongly oppose 
this proposal on their behalf. 
Florida Power & Light 
Company customers already 


apply approximately 20 percent 
of their monthly bill for taxes of 
one form or another. This is 
nearly twice the amount paid 
by electricity users in other 
states. FPL collected nearly $1 
billion in taxes last year to 
comply with applicable state, 
local and federal laws. Your 
boiler fuels sales tax would add 
an additional $52 million to 
that burden. 

Applying the sales tax to 
boiler fuels would have a 
compounding effect on 
residential customers who not 
only would see an increase in 
their own electric bills, but 
would face higher prices for 
consumer goods and services 
provided by Florida companies, 
since increases in commercial 
and industrial electric bills 
would without doubt be passed 
on to the consumer in the form 
of higher product prices. 

Electric service for many 
Florida residents is not a 
luxury, but an essential pat of 
their daily lives. Our senior 
citizens living on fixed incomes 
would ‘suffer from your 
proposal, as would low income 
residents and the unemployed 
who would have to pay higher 
prices for an essential service 
to cook their food, heat their 
water and light their homes. 
Our school districts, which 
ironically your tax proposals 
are intended to help, would 
also suffer from higher 
operating expenses -- more 
than $650,000 yearly for the 
Dade and Broward County

scientist may be granted access. 

First, said Mr. Hayden, the 
person must be a bonafide 
scientist. Second, the research 
must be done in a non-intrusive 
manner so that the natural 
environment is not harmed.
